ARCTIC EXPLORATION.

English Social Reformer Advocates | pr, Bruce Does Splendid Work In 


Child Colonies In the Dominion. 


Mrs. Ellinor C. L. Close, the well- 
xpown English. social retormer, in a 
letter recently published in The Lon- 
don Daily Mirror, deplores the ex- 
pense and unpracti methode of 
rearing poor children in English insti- 
tutions, and continues: 

“Now, as a substitute for this cost- 
ly and unpractical upbringing, I sug- 
gested that a number of small farms 
should be bought in the Maritime or 
eastern provinces of Canada, where, 
at less than one-third of the above- 
mentioned: capital cost, we can ob- 
tain comfortable, old-established dairy 
farms, within easy reach of railways, 
schools, and shops. There are many 
for sale, owing to the young people 
going west, where the country is unfit 
for chitdren such as we have to deal 
with. 

Children Now Vigorous. 

“As an object lesson 1 bought a 
farm 15 miles from St. John, the capi- 
tal of New Brunswick. It is in charge 
of two English ladies, Miss Dunn and 
Miss Row, and of my own Canadian 
farmer and his wiie, and is overlooked 
by a committee of local ladies and 
gentlemen. 

“There the thirteen weakly, anae- 
mic slum children whom I took out 
last year have become vigorous, us@¢- 
ful, handy girls and boys, intensely 
proad of their home, and working 
keenly on the farm or in the house, 
just as all the neighboring farmers’ 
children do, with whom they associate 
and attend the excellent village school 
on terms of perfcct equality. 

“My capital expenditure, which 
covers 180 acres o: land, all farnyv 
stock, ete., works out at £76 per child, 
an a basis of twenty children, for 
which the furm is adapted. This shows 
an economy of about £200 per child, 
or £4,000 per group of twenty child. 
ren, which is the largest number evet 
put on one farin 

At One-Third English Cost. 

“The maintenance of the children 
works out at £23 per head for the 
first year, but this has naturally been 
somewhat expensive, owing to our 
inexperience and to the farm not hav- 
ing been fully stocked until October. 

“In England ‘maintenance’ varies 
from £30 to £47 at Chorlton, in Lan- 
fashire, and an average of some 30,- 
000 chilren is £33 9s. per head per 
tnnum, therefore here again my 
scheme shows a great economy, which 
those who have the custody of child- 
ren will do well to bear in mind. 

“The journey of a child from Lon- 
lon to my farm costs £2 12s. 6d., 
which includes food throughout. As 
I write T have before me the details 
of the expenses incurred in sending 
one little child from a London work- 
house to a cottage in Surrey last year. 
They amount to £3 48. 9d., which 
seems to be not by any means an un- 
usual sum. 

“To sum up, we have on our side 
shildren helpless, ignorant of the 
world and of domestic life and duties, 
waited upon by officials day and night 
at enormous expense. On the other 
side we have children leading a free 
country life, in perfect environment, 
learning agriculture and all domestic 
work, arnong the kindert people in 
the world, at one-third English cost. 

“Can there be any doubt as to 
which system ic the better for our 
national welfare?” 


MOUND BUILDERS’ RELICS. © 


foronto University Gets Valuable 
Specimens From Souirs, Man. 


Prof. Montgomery of the University 
of Toronto has been prosecuting re- 
searches in the Souris district of Mani- 
toba for relics of the ancient mound 
builders. No mounds have ever been 
found near Souris, but on the banks 
of the Souris river, where the north 
and south Antler Creeks join the main 
stream, there are some twenty mounds. 

Prof. Montgomery has opened sev- 
en of these and took from_ them 10 
complete human skeletons and besides 
numerovs pieces of broken pottery, 
two wlole urns. The mounds were 
found to be typical of those found in 
Nrkota and further south with one 
-<eeption. In this he,found thé com- 
vlete skeletons of six buffaloes. which 
had evidently been buried with a 
sacrificial purpose. - 

Eight large boxes and five crates of 
specimens were shipped to the To- 
ronto University. Prof. Montgomery 
believes that these mounds were built 
at least 700 years ago. . 

In the vicinity of Souris the pro- 
fessor found an Indian grave, in 
which a squaw was buried, perhaps 
a century ago. Bead ornaments were. 
the only relics secured. There is evi- 
dence of an Indian village on the 
bonks of Plum Creek, where numer- 
ous atrow heads and broken pieces of 
nottery have been found, turned up 
by the plow. The stvle of vottery 
indicates that it is probnblv 500 years 
aince the village wor there. 

Reeently W. 5. Wilson disenvered 
an Indian sweat both. constructed of 
willows and young birch trees. Tt. was 
a erious expression of the Tndian’s 
method of trenting disease. This was 
aonted by Prof. Monteomery and sent 
to Toronto University : 


SECRET WRITING. 


How Letters May Be Made Safe From 
Prying Eyes. 

Even with the most unromantic of 
us occasions sometimes arise when we 
should like to make some memoran- 
dam or write some letter which cannot 
be read except by those we wish to do 
so. Here is a simple method: 

Soak a sheet of note paper in cold 
water and lay it perfectly flat upon a 
pane of glass, Place above it another 
sheet, dry this time, and on the upper 
sheet write your message with a fairly 
ard pencil. You now destroy the dry 
yaper and allow ail. the moisture to 
evaporate from the wet piece. Don’t 
hold it to the fire, but let it dry nat- 
urally. If you then examine it close- 
‘y you will see not tha faintest trace of 
writing, but if you moisten the paper 
once more and hold {t up to the Nght 
you can read quite plainly all you 
wrote. It will show up like the water- 
mark on a postage stamp. - This meth- 
od, by the way, is sometimes adopted 
by convicts. They use their gruel 
cans instead of glass and a sharp piece 
of wood for a pencil. 

Another way is less..dirty and even 
more effective. Lay several sheets of 
paper on a flat surface and write upon 
the top one. Then remove the bottom 
sheet, on which no impression appears. 
if you hold this in the vapor of iodine, 
however, the writing will turn brown 
and be quite legible. The explanation 
Is plain. ‘The note paper contains 
starch, which on being pressed turns 
to hydramide, a substance which is 
acted on by fodine in the manner de- 


Northern Regions. -- 


Severe hardships and éxciting ad- 
veutures attended Dr. W. 8. Bruce’s 
explorations in the Arctic regions, Dr. 
Bruce, with two other members of his 
party, Mr. Stewart Ross and Mr Gil- 
ert Kerr, have returned to Newcastle 
on the conclusion of their expedition; 
which had for its object the explora- 
tion of Prince Charles Foreland. The 
explorer was met by Mr. V. Burn 
Murdoch, a member of the expedition 
who returned to England recently, 
when disquieting reports were receiv- 
ed concerning the safety of the ex- 
pedition. Dr. Bruce and his compan- 
ions are in the best of health, and 
express their surprise and annoyance 
at the sensational rumors, for which 
they declare there was no foundation. 
Discussing first the aims of his ex- 
pedition, Dr. Bruce said to a repre- 
sentative of Reuter’s Agency: ‘The 
object was the exploration of Prince 
Charles Foreland, an island to the 
west of Spitzbergen, to make a topo 
graphical survey, and -to*study ita 
geology and natural history. Although 
Prince Charles Foreland was the first 
part of Spitzbergen to be discovered 
it is the last part where systematic 
exploration has been carried out. The 
coast is shown only in dotted lines on 
the British Admirvlty and _ other 
charts. As a result of our expedition 
we have been able to give a detailed 
survey of the whole of the west coast, 
of the interior with its mountains, 
and of a considerable portion of the 
east coast. Whereas previously we 
had very meagre knowledge of the 
geology of the islnnd, the expedition 
has brought to light mnny interesting 
new facts, and has _sueceeded in ac- 
quiring detailed information of ani- 
mal and plant life of which previous- 
ly nothing was known. Prince Charles 
Foreland is abort 60 miles long and 
five ‘5 seven miles broad.: It con- 
sist, of three portions, the northern 
two-thirds bring entirely mountain- 
ous, with hills rising to nearly four 
thousand feet, the section to the south 
of this consisting of an extenrive flat 
and low tract, at no point higher 
than 60 feet, seprrating the northern 
mountainous region from a smaller 
mountain part which to ships pass- 
ing not very far off appears exactly 
like a separate island. A_consider- 
able portion is bare rock, with patches 
in places of very fine vegetation, bril- 
liantly verdant, With many species of 
Arctic plants, especially in those parts 
where there are great rookeries of 
birds. The mountain ranges in the 
middle part of the island are very 
mach glaciated, especially on their 
eastern slope. The stormy nature of 
the coast made boat work often dif- 
ficalt and sometimes impossible, while 
the land traveling «was excessively 
rough and extremely hard, especially 
with our heavy loads. The report of 
insufficiency of food was untrue, the 
expedition being well supplied with 
all necessaries, in case of some acci- 
dent. necessitating wintering on the 
island. We had plenty of food, cloth- 
ing, and house accommodation. We 
were in no danger, but the expedition 
involved a great deal of hard work, 
first on account of the rough nature 
of the ground, and also owing to the 
impossibility of using our boat dur- 
ing heavy weather. O-ten we were 
knee deep in bogs which slternated 
with rock and rough ground. Our 
roological collections are good, and 
Include a specially fine set of bird 
skins. We also have a few seal skins 
and the skeleton of a whale. The geo- 
logical collections represent rocks and 
fessils, which make the geology of 
the~foreland very much more inter- 
esting than we expected. ~We also 
have an extremely interesting botani- 
cal collection. Our work is scarcely 
finished, and T hope to have a fur- 
ther opportunity another season to 
complete the exploration of the Fore 
land.”
